Ihe Church the 
Negro's Only Hope. 


BY R. R. bobs. 


The most liberal estimate that we 
can make is, that the Negro race com- 
prizes about one-tenth of the world's 
popnlation, or nearly 150,000, 009, if 
we count ia the Bantu. It is useless 
to uumber with this the yellow, Malay, 
or the Indian races, thongh they are 
colored, for the dominant classes of 
the world have decided otberwiee. 
We wonld at first reject such olaxsifi- 
cation, but, upon sober second thought, 
considering the distinct and prominent 
characterivstics of our race variety, we 
are compelled to drop the contention. 

Politically and numerically consid- 
ered, the Negro can never become & 
strong, organic, political power, his 
inter-racial prejadices and strong emo- 


| tionality rendering him too poetic and 


musical. He is given to fall rhythmie 
ex pression; yon cannot keep. either his 
bans or feet still. Slavery, with all 
of its horrors, did not, could not, sup- 
ebullition of emotion by 
voice, bands and feet, and civilization 
but develops and allows. more full 


y 

The Negro's nature is that of the 
poet, musician and religionist. This 
game emotionality, to be controlled by 
his feelings, eympathies and such like, 
is against his efficiency in adjadica+ 
tion. He is too impulsive, cares noth - 
ing for technicalities and fine diserim- 
inations. He cannot wait for cool and 
lepgtbened consideration; it is nov 
or never,” while his bosom heaves 
and thrills nnder the restraint 
of a tardy conclusion. Once his sym- 
pathy is touched by apparent distress, 
or repentance, he is ready to forgive. 
His nature is forgivenoss, and he will 
not only forgive, but elevate the ob- 
ject of his sympathy. Law, cool, cal- 
oalating and uurelenting, merciloss, is 
too exact for him. What we have said 
as to his judicial sense can aleo apply 
to his executive abitity, He e n. 
given enough to details, They weary 
and exasperate, so he rarely sncceeds 
as a business venture. This is not 
*trange, nor is it an indication of 1n- 
feriority. In all race varieties, poets, 
musicians and religionists, the best and 
noblest were characterized as business 
failures and prodigal of means. 

Religion, the church, is the true 
sphere of the Negro. He is best fitted 
by nature for it. The church is his 
only hope for real greatness, aud his 
government must be that of a theocracy, 
if it is possible for him to have one at 
all, separate and distinet. The pres- 
ent proscription in the social aud po; 
litical world and, otherwise, leaves 
him hope in uought else save the 
church. Here he must, if ever, 
fin! a place for assertion aud enjoy+ 
ment. There is room for him there, 
wide as the world, deep as hell and 
high as heaven, If we argne that 
he once was great in the pre: 
historie times, we must als 
admit that his downfall was his 
idolatry aud failure of compliance with 
the demand of the church; and, if God 
aided the Jewish church in driving 
out” these irreligious peoples because 
of their stubboruness may it not aleo 
be affirmed that they can again be 
great by compliance through humility 
and obedience. 

T have said, that the Negro is fitted 
by nature for the church; whether he 
agrees or not, there is bope nowhere 
else. Let us see: | 

His nature is one of hopefulness; he 
is ever looking forward; a child of 
hope. He does not despair, under any 
condition, however oruel or severe; 
therefore, be is easily imbued aud im- 
pressed with the spirit of prophecy, 
either true or false, to which he ever 
turns a listening ear; promises are ac- 
cepted as his best guarantee and this 
last explains his apparent gnllibility 
in being led off into innumerable 
schemes by smooth tongued villains, 
He is a full believer in ſuturity aud as 
such, logically, must of necessity have 

perpetuity and inde- 
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tativeness, His soul is open, yawns | 
for an infilling from somewhere or 
something. He is willing, according | 
to his knowledge and teaching, to 
copy after the most idealic life, which, | 
in itself, makes possible a redemptive 
faith, the gronnd of his hopes. How! 
careful, then, should be his religions | 
tenchers, What stupendous respousi- | 
bilities! He wants the legitimate ma- 
terial for thought—bis infilling. 

Again, the signs of the times point 
to the church as the only arena for the 
greatness of the Negro. He must be 
a teacher, priest or nothing. Think 
of it, a priest for the world! 

His first acqunisition from the con- 
querors and the conquered in freedom 
were churches. His political career, 
if he has any, began in those same 
churches, and the first lessons in citi- 
zenship were given and it was in them, 
amid prayers and song, their vote for 
candidates was settled, It would have 
been well for him had he 80 continued. 

It was in the churches where the 
first schools were opened and taught 
and continuing until this day the 
churches still maintain and foster the 
Schools and colleges owned by him. 
The secular schools of the government 
discard the use of the Bible. The 
Negro puts it in his. He gives his 
money in the church for the schools 
of the church, for he sees and feels 
the need of chureh schools, though 
not as prompt to liberally contribute 
as he should, yet he arges bis demand 
for « better and more qualified minis- 
try, or else he threatens to forsake the 
church. c 

The church is the common forum 
for every grade of talent evinced by 
the race, advantage of which is often 
taken to the degradation of the sanc- 
tuary. All of his benevolent organi- 
nations began in theo church by the 
ministers, who, being careless of their 
sacred trust and led off by the love of 
money aud power, made them, and 
even by teaching, more prominent and 
in many instances more of a moral 
force, giving the church a secondary 
place. This, at present, in the bands 
of irreligions and ignorant men and 
women, needs canse alarm among the 
true and fallhfuf adherents ot the 
church. 

The danger lies in substituting the 
altars of benevolent organizations, 
vows and obligations before them; 
more sacred aud binding than those 
of the church. In one of such frater- 
nities the president declared, There 
is not a preacher in tho world who can 
preach a sermon to ns.” 

The greatest, wealthiest and most 
prominent enterprises the Negro has 
are those of the church and under the 
influences of the church. The world 
grants him the church and manifests 
the desire that in it he shall dwell 
alone, and it conld be heartily wished 
that there is no strange God with 
him.“ 

The African Methodist Episcopal 
Church contends for human right, the 
fatherhood of God, the brotherhood of 
man and redemption by Christ through 
the church. This is her greatness, her 
idea! work and battles along this line 
to austain a place in the world. 

Politically and socially doors are 
being olosed everywhere. The world 
is being encompassed by the white 
man; by his arms and munitions of 
war, his inventive genius, calculating, 
sdlentific effort and endeavor, lays 
hold and fastens upon every soil and 
every nation. This truth, obey or 
disobey as we will, our future is in 
the church, our only hope; out of it, 
our doom.

To do the work it is not a matter 
of friendship, but it is strictly bnsi- 
ness. He needs to place men in the 
Presiding Elders' saddle who love 
the church, who know the charch, 
love its laws; know its laws; men 
who know how to hold quarterly con- 
ference, district couferences; can lec- 
ture on education, Mission and the 
race, who can and will preach, pray 
and sing, who electrify their audience, 
who can aud will preach with porer; 
who will hold great revivals, inspire 
their ministers aud the people, who 
will help rather than hinder the pas 
tor iu his work; men who will set up 
a standard against vice, immorality, 
whisky drinking, card playing, parlor 
and elub gocials, which is eat- 
ing and kuawing the vitals ont 
of the spiritual part of our church; 
men who are not afraid to do the right, 
say the right, act the right; mon who 
are in harmony with the administra- 
tion, No pastor will keep men on his 
board who fight his plans, binder his 
work, He moves them, even if it 
causes a clash he does it, Why not 
give the Bishop the same right? How 
can a pastor succeed in his work when 
he bas officers of his board throwing 
firebrands amoug the members? When 
he meets the pastor everything is 
all righ\ ;just as soon as he is out of his 
presence he is abusing bim, abusing 
the plans, telling the members that 
the pastor is wroug, aud they pay too 
much money already, and they can't 
do this and they can't do that. Ne 
pastor can succeed with such officers, 
So with the Bishop. He can't snoccaed 
with Presiding Elders telling pastors, 
and many times congregatiofis, that 
the Bishop is tyrannical, he wants too 
much money, they live better than 
they do, and they 8quander the money, 
and the money ought to be divided 
among poor people of the church, and 
part of the dollar money and all of the 
Missionary money to be 
kept at home; have 
too many general days; that 
we have too many general officers; 
we sell our books aud papers too high, 
and many such things they talk going 
around, will weaken the spirit of the 
people to the proper support of our 
church, While we confees there are 
mauy things we know may be wrong, 
yet wo can't afford to take an open 
Stang} agaiust our church, zud white if 
is done no man can stop it quicker 
and essier than the Bishop.

QUADRENNIAL REPORT 


Of The General Superintendent of The 
Woman's Home and Foreign Mis- 
sionary Society of The A, X. 

E. Church. 


To the Bishops and Delegates now as- 
*embled in General Conference, and 
to the Secretary of Missious of the 
African M. E. Church. 

Greeting: Grace, mercy and truth 
from God the Father aud Christ our 
Redeemer; with the love, unity and 
peace of man, our brother, be nnto 
yon, Amen, 

Dear Fathers and Co-laborers in the 
Vineyard of Christ: 

It is with no small degree of pleoas- 
ure that I hand yon this quadrennial 
statement of the condition of the 
Parent Home and Foreign Missionary 
Department as condacted by the wo- 
men of our church in the Sonthern 
and Western divisions. Yonr august 
body seeing the very preaving need of 
auch an organization, at your last as- 
sembly of 1896 set forth the plans for 
its operations, and thereby adopted it 
as tho youngest daughter of African 
Methodism. In presenting our report 
we beg to assure yon that the thoughts 
put forth in this effort have been in- 
spired by none other than our 
dear Heavenly Father, and that we, 
children just learning to walk, have 
tried to follow the foot-steps of our 
older sistere of African Methodism, 
being fostered and nurtured by the 
Missionary Board and its secretary, 
Dr. H. B. Parks. Standing upon our 
feet and holding up to view the flag of 
Ohristian Missions, with our inserip- 
tion thereon, we march firmly in per- 
petnation of the Woman's Home and 
Foreign Missionary Society of the A. 
M. E. Church. 


ORGANIZATION. 


In the fall of 1896 our predecessor, 
Sister Rev. Lillian F. Thurman, came 
to visit the conferences of the Sixth 
Episcopal District, when, with the 
help of our great Senior Bizhop Hen- 
ry MeNeil Turner, D. D., LL. D., D. 
O. L., she succeeded in inaugurating 
a local Woman's Auxiliary Adult and 
Juvenile Society in every church and 
Sunday School visited, many of which 
are iu existence today and are working 
well. After eit months of assidnous 
labor, Sister Tharman tendered her 
resignation to His Grace Bishop Tur 
ner, President of the Mizsionary 
Board, The first State Convention 
took place at Brown Chapel, Selms, 
Alabama, in July, 1897, which was an 
august occasion, and the subject of a 
snccessor to Sister Thurman was 
mooted, which finally ended in the 
voluntary effort of your humble ser- 
vant, I entered upon the work feeling 
my inability to take the place of sucb 
a great leader as was my predecessor, 
but I had nabounded confidence in 
God, aud submitted my care into His 
bands who said: Ask of me and I 
will give thee the heathen for thine 
inheritance and the nttermost parts of 
the earth for thy possession. Dur- 
ing the quadrennium I have traveled 
15,698 miles, lectured to 416 audi 
ences, organized 318 societies, re-es- 
tabtished 22 nnritiary aud juvenile 
branches and appointed organizers 
and presidents in each Presiding Elder 
district in the Sixth Episcopal Diocese, 
either by per#oaat appointment or by 
correspondence. These different 00+ 
Organizers have established, with the 
help of their ministers and Presiding 
Elders, more than 93 organizations in 
the states of Texas, Lonisians, Ten- 
nossee, Florida, Kentucky, Miasis- 
sippi, Arkansae, North and South Caro; 
lina. In fact, from almost all the con- 
ferences where there is not already the 
Parent Mite Miasionary Society, come 
lo us the signs of the progress of 
the Woman's Home and Foreign 
Mizsionary Society; and, notwith- 
standing the very trying oiroum- 
stances we have labored under 
the growth and development of thd 
work for the past two years especially, 
has been phenomenal. No better proof 
is necessary than in the. fact that 406 
districts have organized bands of wo- 
men and children, with fathers and 
brothers as honorary members, form- 
ing a grand phalanx for the perpetus- 
tion of Christian missions at home 
and abroad. The pastors, in edncat- 
ing our women to a proper understand- 
ing of their missionary obligations, 
are doing much towards the further- 
ance of the work; while the poor wo- 
men have given liberally of their bard 
earnings towards the great cause. 


HOME WORK. 


We have been able through the ef- 
forts of our dear women to do much 
toward helping the Home Missiouaries 
in the respective conferences, In the 
state of Georgia, with five annnal con- 
ferences, and in the state of Alabams 
with three, we have the work nearly 
aystematized, There are antiharies 
aud javenile societies in the churches 
and Sunday schools, and with the help 
of the Previding Elders, annnal dis 
trict conventions are convencd and the 
amounts raised daring the year paid 
in, Fifty per cent of the amount, 
raised is sent to the Secretary of Mis- 
stons for the foreign work, and the other 
50 per ceut to the aunual conferences 
for the home work. The gospel is being 
borne to bundreds, who some years 
ago were far from its godly influence,

ECCLESIASTICAL TITLES. 


Much is being said of late about ti 
tles in our church, even the Bi-hops 
at Columbus, Ohio, in our quadrennml 
address before the General Conference, 
entered a majority protest against 
the use of the terms, His Grace,” 
"His Lordsbip,” Primate,” Arch- 
Elder” and other forms of ex 
pression, which we thought was a 
reflection to the otherwise able and 
learned address. But why and 
what reason can be given against 
the use of these ecoleviastical 
titles? No one under heaven 
can tell, except that the white 
Methodiste aro not making their 
une « Specialty. Whatever the white 
people do is alright, but if the black 
do anything on au independent ale 
it is all wrong, About two-thirds of 
our church have no more idea 
of independence than they have 
of what 1s on the other side of the 
moon, The white Metbodists them 
sel ves would have introduced more 
eccleviastical titles had it not been for 
the discussion which took place in the 
General Conference of 1844, The M. 
E. Church took « low povitiou, and 
the other portion which afterwards 
resulted in the M. E. Church, South, 
presented higher claims. The M. E. 
Church in order to be consistent with 
sell has publicly assumed the 
same from that day to this, 
but privately they do not be- 
lieve their own assumptione. Goneral 
Washington raised the diguity of tk 
prevideney of the United States to 
such a respectability that ho was 
known by the hat be wore sul the 
dress he put on, but Thomas Jeffer- 
son, a rastic, came to the mansion af 
terwards aud lowered that dignity by 
dressing as Horace Gres'y did in after 
years. Thomas Jefferson had been 
raised in the woods and was therefore 
u woods rat, and tried to 
carry his habits into the 
White House. He was more common 
than President Andrew Jackson, who 
sent for an old colored woman to cook 
him some meat and oollards, instead 
of eating what French cooks had pro- 
vided, But we started out to discuss 
eccleviastical titles. His Grace” or 
Four Grace” is frequently applied to 
the Bisbops, which is strictly correct, 
and the man who objects to it bas 
never read ecclesinstical history. He 
certainly has never studied it. They 
are terms that one with a moment's 
thought can't find any objection to, 
and is a distinguisbiug appellation. 
Editor H. T. Johnson, in the use of 
those terms, His Grace” or Tour 
Grace, shows his reading and 
great scholarship, for, while we have 
not been pleased about him being 
absent from his ofice so much, no 
one can dispnte or even question his 
Scholarship. The term Primate” 
is nothing more than our General Con- 
ference assumed in 1884— primus in 
ter pares; *'Primate” aud Senior“ 
means the same thing exactly, The 
one implies the other. We are not 
talking about the use that the Roman 
Oatholies or some of the churebes 
have made of it, but what the term 
properly implies—an Arch-Bishop, a 
Cardinal, or even « Pope is not or- 
dained over again—but it expresses 
position, whether placed there by God 
or man, *'Primate” has for its basic 
root, primns, which means, first, 
**Arch-Elder,” is a Turnerism; it sig- 
nitles just what a Presiding Elder 
dors—an Elder in charge of other 
Elders, nothing more, nothing less. 
Every Presiding Elder in our church 
is an Arch-Elder, and we wish they 
were all called *Arch-Elders,” in- 
stead of Previding Elders, merely to 
distinguish us from the whites, as they 
are 50 anxions for separation on the 
cars, hotels otc.; but we have not 
sense enough to be independent. We 
are going to confer the title of 
"Very Rer.“ on all of our 
Previding Elders, and we suppose that 
will make another bowl. We only have 
one Very Rev.“ outside of the one 
we made. M. M. Mokone of South 
Africs, now in this country, is « 
Very Rev.“ and should always be 
thus addressed; and as Chancellor of 
an institution of learning we con- 
ferred jt upon Dr. F. G. Suelson for 
meritorious work done in Africa. 
Previding officers in Europe and the 
white people (ell come from Europe) 
are addressed and known as Very 
Rev.,“ aud as wo Africans are making 
them our models nobody can object to 
it, aud if they do, it is due to igno- 
rance and we shall not regard it. We 
may call them Sounding titles if

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we have not found the man yet, and 
woe have D. D.'s enongh 

church to write books for 

our institutions of Joarning and far- 
nish our students and a miltion more 
with everything they need to study. 
Every year we have to fight until we 
sweat our shoes nearly full to keep 
Morris Brown College from conferring 
more than two or three titles of D. D., 
when, in fact, we seldom, if ever, find 
« man that is fit to wear it, and now 
they bave broke loose on LL. D., and 
before ten years that title will be dis- 
graced, True, ws have written a book 
that is being used as « tort book in 
nome of our colleges, aud wo Lavs 
read the Bible in Greek and Hebrew, 
ang have made philosophy, science 
aud theology a specialty, but, in fact, 
we are not entitled to D. D. or LL. D. 
or D. C. L., all of which have been 
conferred by chartered institutions of 
learning. Bishop Tanner could wear 
D. D. with grace and honor to the 
church. Bishop Lee and Bishop Cop- 
pin could also wear some title, but the 
bulk of us wear it as « compliment 
conferred, and not by merit. Bishop 
(Grant «bowed his wisdom and com- 
mon sense when he refused LL. D. 
Ws are sorry to our heart that we did 
not think to do the same thing when 
it was conferred upon us. But Bishop 
(Grant proved himself our superior by 
showing that he had more seuse 
than wo have. Whenever we cor 
rect the high-sonnding titles we 
are conferring upon incompetent 
men every year, it will be time to talk 
about ecclesiastical titles. Our late 
General Conference did repeal that 
foolish igterdiction against our minis- 
tors wearing robes, We never paid 
any attention to it while it was in force, 
as On a previous occasion they had 
pansed a law or & request that the 
Bishops should wear robes, aud when 
we became Bisbop, the Bishops in 
their meeting at Newport, R. I., adopt- 
ed « resolution that we comply with 
the request of the General Conference, 
aud we supplied ourselves with robes 
and intended to wear them un- 
til we died. Besides, we have 
five Bishops buried in their robes, 
and wo did not respect what 
they choose to call the new law; 
but pow as it is repealed, every Bishop 
is bound to wear his robe, for the old 
law is still in force, and weshall charge 
everyone who refuses to have « robs 
made and pat it on. The elders never 
were prohibited nor did we regard the 
probibition, We desire that all of our 
pastors in big charches be rubed, anc 
we order that all of car Presiding El- 
ders or Arch-Elders purchase them a 
robe aud preach in the same, aud we 
expect t. answer when we are address 
od as our Grace tilt we stop con- 
ferring D. D. and LL. D. npon every 
ministerial jack-leg. Look how pro- 
lersor is prostituted. Every little old 
choul teacher in the land is a profes- 
SOr, 60 it is no longer honorable to be 
a proſessot in « college or university. 
And as for doctor, we have no end to 
them, medical doctor, musical doctor, 
philosophy doctor, horse doctor, hog 
doctor, aud they must all be addressed 
as doctors. Look at the A. M. “s, B. 
A. 8, B. D.'s, colonels, majors, cap- 
tains, lieutenants and head-waitors we 
have in our ranks. 

Some time since we received three 
letters from a gentleman, and after he 
would sigu his name bo would affix 
H. W.“ We did not know why be 
signed himself H. W.“ until we ask- 
ed another gentleman, Who seems to 
understand every title, and he said it 
stands for head waiter.” We emiled 
aud thought he was welcome to his ti- 
tle, This proves beyond question our 
admiration for big titles, as they are 


to complain about in ecolesiastical ti- 
tles, for they belong to the ministry, 
whether they are conferred by God or 
man.

TRUE _ CHRISTIAN CIVILIZA« 
TION. 


Dr. H. T. Johnson, the editor of the 
Odristian Rocorder, uses the following 
paragraph at the ond of a very intelli- 
gent article on the Virginia jim-erow 
car system. Listen: 

We believe the infamy will fade be- 
fore the advance of « true Obriatian 
civilization, but the race can havten its 
destruction by building roads of its 
own nomewWhere or by buying largely of 
the stock of these roads. 

Bnt where will the trus Obrietian 
civilization come from? oolored 
man has it in limited proportions, we 
grant; but his numbers, finances, in- 
fluence and moans ars © moagre 
that we think ages and ages will pass 
before he will be able to leaven the 
popnlar lump, The white race has no 
Christian civilization, in the aggro 
gate, and what little they did have, 
they are losing it. In other words, 
the white people of this country have 
no true Christian civilization. They 
are not followers of Christ, Slaves 
of color prejudices. They pro- 
soribe you on the railroads, on the 
street cars, at soda fountains, at ho- 
tels, at theatres and at the sacraten- 
tal table. White Bizhops have been 
known to baptize colored children, 
yet refnsing to take them in their 
arms, but made their colored mothers 
and fathers hold them while they 
poured the water upon them and said 
the prayers. Indeed, their whole life 
is « life of prosoription. Does be oall 
that true Christian civilization? We 
do not. But he says, The races can 
hasten its destruction by buildiag 
roads of its own gomewhbers.” That 1s 
the very reason we favor African emi- 
gration, Where ws can build railroads 
of our own. Dr. Jobuson evidently is 
changing, and is partly a convert to 
emigration, and without a disclaimer 
on his part, we *ball claim bim as an 
ad rocate of emigration. As for buying 
largely of the stock of thee roads, we 
will leave that for him, at some future 
day, to tell a poor set of hireling ands 
xcenllions how to do, for we confers our 
inability to «ce.

IS LOST. 


Wo have several White people who 
are subscribers to Tur Voter or M- 
Moss, but others are watching what 
we have to say, especially on emigra- 
tion, and they steal the papers sent to 
colored people frequently, and we are 
blamed for not sending it. We are 80 
anxions to end the paper to every- 
body that we end hundreds of papers 
to persons who have moved away aud 
are too trifling to send ns a postal 
card, and frequently we are informed 
of that fact, but still send the paper 
for the benefit of whoever gets it. The 
postmaster at Shack, Ga., even broke 
open « package of ten papers sent to 
Mrs. Fuirfax. Yet subscribers fre- 
quently complain and say we fail to 
send the paper. The two secretaries 
we now have would almost go crazy if 
they thought a single name had been 
omitted.

We wish we knew the Pastor so we 
could give his name to our eleven 
thousaud snbseribers and over a hun- 
dred thousand readers, who are en- 
lightened by the Voten or Mi ions. 
We have casnally learned that Dr. L. 
H. Reynolds has gone there and the 
friends of , Missions may look for bet- 
ter things. Where was our big church 
and great congregatiou in Ports mouth 
which ranked with our greatest church- 
es thirty years ago, and other churches 
that might have raised anywhere be- 
twoen twenty-five and seventy-five dol- 
lars throughout the state?

twice as large, if not three 
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we believe anyone else can imegine 
any future other than Africa. 

It is certainly time that our fathers 
and mothers were asklug the question, 
„Wust are wo to do with out grad- 
nates?” It is one thing to obtain an 
education and another thing to find 
employment in keeping with that od 
neation. All cannot be school teach- 
ers, All cantot be professors in our 
colleges and universities, and the fow 
doctors and lawyers we have are but 
« cipher compared with the multitade 
of graduates that we have to «pare. 
To us it is a great question, and we 
566 no place to give them employment 
this side of Africa. There they could 
find employment, and the supply 
would by no means be adequate to the 
demand. We believe that God is pre- 
paring young men and women for this 
great field, whether they are taught 
the same by the books they stady or 
not, If we do not speedily find em- 
ployment for them, we will have thou- 
zands of graduntes filling the cells of 
the penitentiary; for people who are 
educated must have employment in 
keeping with that edncation. 


WE MADE A MISTAKE. 

Rev. J. Albert Johnson, D. D., 
writes: It you will look at the min- 
utes of the Baltimore Conference you 
will ee that Dr. Hurst, Dr. Beckett, 
Dr. Norris and myself all raised ser 
eral hundred dollars Easter Day. I 
raised one hundred and sixty, Dr. 
Hurst raised over a hundred; yet you 
editorially call us by name and say we 
did nothing. Ought a Bisbop do that? 
I have raised over a hundred dollars 
each year for Foreign Missions. Who 
else can say that? COortainly not the 
men you extol,"” We beg Dr, Johnson 
u thousand pardons for overlooking 
his name.

meat even in such small quantities as 
5 per cent. The suspected meat is 
boiled for about an hour in a small 
quantity of water, which is afterward 
reduced by evaporation, cooled, and 
filtered, To this liquid a few drops of 
compound iodine solution (one part ſo- 
dine and twelve parts potassle lodide 
in one hundred parts of water) is add 
ed, when a fugitive red- violet colora- 
tion indicates the presence of bores 
meat.—Chambers's Journal,
